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The  Cedar  Hill  Seminary  came  into  existence  in  the  spring  of  1837 
— thus  completing,  during  the  current  month  (March  1857),  a  series 
of  forty  semi-annual  sessions — a  period  of  probation  before  the  public 
eye,  sufficiently  extended  to  entitle  it  to  the  claim  of  being  a  “  well 
tried  Institution.” 

It  was  commenced  under  slender  circumstances  of  promise  or  anti¬ 
cipation.  The  senior  proprietor,  at  that  time  an  invalid  worn  down 
with  the  labors  and  confinement  incident  to  conducting  a  select  female 
Seminary  for  thirteen  years  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  withdrew  to 
the  country  to  recruit  his  wasted  energies  by  a  temporary  sojourn  in  a 
more  bracing  and  purer  atmosphere.  That  temporary  sojourn  proved 
the  initiative  of  a  new  engagement — a  twenty  years  labor — resulting  in 
the  present  Cedar  Hill  Seminary. 

No  extraneous  means  have  ever  been  received  or  sought,  for  its  sup¬ 
port — or  factitious  methods  resorted  to  promote  its  success.  It  has 
been  the  constant  aim  of  the  proprietor  that  Cedar  Hill  education 
should  stand  only  on  the  prestige  of  its  own  intrinsic  elements — that 
what  it  has  done  for  those  who  have  been  trained  under  its  influence, 
should,  on  their  departure  from  its  halls,  quicken  the  arrival  of  others 
to  fill  their  places. 


gclu  Drpn^atioit. 


The  close  of  40th  Session  constitutes  the  terminus  of  a  series,  of 
no  inconsiderable  length,  when  applied  to  the  date  of  human  labors  in 
a  single  direction.  The  Principal  of  the  Cedar  Hill  Seminary  though 
now  enjoying  vigor  of  health  and  spirit,  deems  it  inadvisable  that  the 
perpetuity  of  the  Institution  should  lean  for  its  chief  support  on  a 
prop  now  occupying  the  shady  side  of  three  score  years.  He  has 
therefore,  agreeably  to  notice  given  its  patrons,  associated  with  himself 
Mr.  Albert  Jackson,  late  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  as  Junior  Princi¬ 
pal,  and  Mrs.  Helen  D.  Jackson,  an  Alumnse,  and  for  several  years 
a  Teacher  in  the  Institution,  as  Junior  Yice  Principal. 

Supported  by  these  fresh  co-laborers,  he  indulges  the  hope  that 
Cedar  Hill  prospects,  interests  and  usefulness  will  rise  on  the  scale  of 
real  merit  and  public  esteem,  equal  to  the  highest  expectations  of  its 
warmest  friends. 
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\  The  Proprietors  of  the  Cedar  Hill  Seminary  are  not  ambitious  of 
)  conducting  the  most  popular,  most  fashionable,  the  largest,  or  most 
(  showy  Female  Seminary  in  the  land,  well  knowing  that  these  attributes 
j  do  not  always  identify  the  best ;  and  such  they  devoutly  wish  and  ear- 

Inestly  endeavor  that  the  Cedar  Hill  Seminary  shall  he  accounted,  at 
least  in  the  regard  of  all  those  who  enter  the  inner  circle  of  its  influ¬ 
ences. 

Nor  is  it  the  design  of  the  Proprietors  that  the  Cedar  Hill  school 
should  ever  be  designated  a  u  Female  College”  ora  “  Female  Collegiate 
Institute.” 

Indeed  a  Seminary  under  a  competent  and  experienced  Principal, 

/  having  exclusive  control  of  the  course  of  studies  and  methods  of  in- 
(  struction,  aided  by  agood  teaching  department,  with  due  time  allowed, 
i  can  easily  avail  itself  of  every  desirable  advantage  afforded  by  a  col¬ 
lege;  and  with  the  counsels  and  assistance,  which  the  domestic  Insti¬ 
tution  only  can  supply,  such  a  seminary  can  better  fulfil  all  the  proper 
\  objects  of  female  education  than  any  college  arrangements  however 
/  ample  and  imposing. 

But  to  instruct  and  discipline  the  intellect,  to  correct  errors,  and 
)  remove  prejudice,  to  inculcate  right  principles  and  right  conduct,  to 
(  cultivate  habits  of  usefulness,  a  becoming  deportment  and  agreeable 
j  manners,  above  all  to  imbue  the  mind  with  a  constant  and  pervading 
/  influence  of  the  morality  and  religion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  to 
'  do  these  thoroughly  and  effectually,  constitute  the  leading  objects  of 
t  education  at  Cedar  Hill.  The  responsibility  for  right  results,  in  this 
l  Seminary,  rests  where  in  the  opinion  of  the  Proprietors  ought  to  rest, 
not  on  parties  who  can  have  but  second  hand  knowledge  of  its  affairs, 
(  but  on  the  Principal,  and  those  engaged  directly  in  its  labors,  and 
(  personally  interested  in  its  character  and  success. 
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In  order  to  accomplish  the  objects  above  specified,  the  Institution 
contemplates  the  two-fold  department,  of  the  family  and  the  school. 

I. — THE  FAMILY. 

The  domestic  department  is  designed  to  embrace  and  develope  the 
idea  of  a  well-ordered  family  on  a  large  scale,  having  careful  reference 

1st.  To  health  and  the  several  conditions  on  which  it  depends :  as 
plain  and  wholesome  food,  seasonable  rest,  open  air  exercise,  with  suit¬ 
able  recreations,  cultivation  of  cheerful  temper,  and  withal  due  measure 
of  mental  engagement. 

2nd.  Regard  to  regularity  and  order,  in  the  successive  engage¬ 
ments  of  each  day,  careful  attention  to  use  of  time  and  money,  clothing 
and  school  material,  that  everything  be  ready  when  wanted. 

3rd.  Cultivation  of  right  dispositions  as  the  basis  of  becoming  and 
agreeable  manners,  and  the  latter,  more  for  sweetening  social  and  do¬ 
mestic  intercourse,  than  for  public  display  ;  also  directing  the  attention 
to  the  proper  character  and  uses  of  conversation. 

4th.  Devotional  duties,  embracing  daily  instruction  in  moral  and 
religious  subjects,  with  careful  presentation  of  the  motives  that  should 
influence  to  the  practice  of  duty. 

5th.  Epistolary  correspondence,  visits  and  visitors. 

6th.  Attention  to  the  person,  to  habits  of  cleanliness,  neatness  and 
regard  to  what  is  proper  and  becoming  in  dress,  and  general  external 
appearance;  not  forgetting  good  manners. 

These  subjects  are  severally  regulated  by  rules,  customs,  example  of 
teachers,  lectures,  occasional  and  incidental  instructions  of  the  Princi¬ 
pal  and  his  Lady,  according  to  views  which  are  the  result  of  more 
than  twenty  years’  experience  in  the  education  of  young  ladies. 

It  is  proper  to  remark  that  this  department  is  accounted  at  Cedar 
Hill,  as  neither  the  last  nor  the  least  subject  of  Seminary  responsibil¬ 
ity. 

II. — THE  SCHOOL. 

This  department,  though  based  on  the  foregoing,  is  a  distinct  organ¬ 
ization.  It  contemplates  three  divisions. 

1st.  The  Initiative. — This  division  comprises  pupils  whose 
previous  progress  requires  that  they  should  be  especially  engaged  in 
elementary  studies ;  as  Reading,  Writing,  Spelling,  Defining,  Arith¬ 
metic,  English  Grammar  and  Geography. 

2d.  The  Progressive.— This  Division  comprises  pupils  prepared 
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by  previous  knowledge  of  the  above-named  studies,  to  enter  elementary 
classes  in  History,  Botany,  Zoology  and  Astronomy;  to  assume  a 
more  advanced  course  in  Arithmetic,  Grammar  and  Geography,  also 
to  engage  in  a  first  course  of  Natural  Philosophy  and  Rhetoric. 

3rd.  The  Advanced. — This  Division  comprises  pupils  who  are 
prepared  for  a  higher  course  in  the  last-mentioned  studies,  also  for  a 
course  in  due  order  of  succession  in  Algebra,  Geometry,  Mental  Phi¬ 
losophy,  Rhetoric,  Chemistry,  Geology,  Physical  Geography,  Archaeol¬ 
ogy,  Butler’s  Analogy  and  General  History.

In  order  to  present  the  plan  of  organization  more  distinctly,  it  may 
be  proper  here  to  remark,  that  the  whole  Seminary  course  contemplates 
a  sojourn  of  three  years,  or  six  consecutive  sessions.  If,  however,  a 
pupil  enters  the  Seminary,  under  the  age  of  13,  she  will  always  be 
expected  to  devote  an  additional  session,  or  perhaps  two  sessions,  for 
more  thorough  study  of  the  advanced  portions  of  the  course.  No 
pupil  is  ordinarily  expected  to  possess  maturity  of  mind,  sufficient  to 
engage  in  the  studies  of  the  finishing  course  under  16  years  of  age. 
In  short,  it  is  held  rarely  judicious  to  enter  on  the  studies  of  the  last 
two  sessions  under  that  age. 

Each  section  has  its  own  appropriate  teacher  who  is  charged  with 
all  the  studies  and  exercises  assigned  by  the  Principal  to  such  section; 
not  only  to  give  instruction,  but  to  see  that  the  lessons  are  duly  pre¬ 
pared,  and  the  exercises  faithfully  performed,  to  report  delinquencies, 
and  at  close  of  each  session,  to  make  a  confidential  statement  to  the 
Principal  in  writing,  relative  to  the  fitness,  or  unfitness,  of  the  sever¬ 
al  members  of  her  section  for  advancement. 


®{jc  Complete  (Course. 


A  full  course  of  Education  at  Cedar  Hill  usually  requires  three 
years,  or  six  semi-annual  Sessions.  The  Initiative  occupies  usually  one 
session ;  the  Progressive,  two  sessions,  and  the  Advanced,  three. — 
Pupils  are,  however,  admitted,  on  examination,  into  a  grade  of  the 
Progressive  division,  and  sometimes,  though  rarely,  into  the  third 
grade  of  the  Advanced. 

The  sections  of  the  advanced  division  are  in  part  under  the  personal 
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instruction  of  the  Principal,  and  uniformly  in  the  higher  course  of 
each  study.  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Penmanship,  Reading 
and  Original  Composition  are  pursued  in  gradational  order  throughout 
the  course.  Botany,  Astronomy,  Physiology,  Geology,  Zoology  and 
Organic  Chemistry  are  usually  taken  up  as  Summer  studies.  Natural 
Philosophy,  Inorganic  Chemistry,  Rhetoric,  Mental  Philosophy  and 
Moral  Science  are  regarded  as  more  suited  for  the  Winter  Sessions. — 
The  other  studies  are  subject  to  no  restriction.  Most  studies  pursued 
in  this  Seminary  are  taken  up  twice ;  1st,  in  a  primary  course  confined 
chiefly  to  text-book  details  ;  2d,  in  a  higher  course,  embracing  exper¬ 
iments,  lectures,  and  application  to  all  accessible  sources  of  informa¬ 
tion;  also  to  reviewings,  resumes  or  compendiumsof  the  most  important 
studies.  Some  of  these  methods  are  believed  peculiar  to  the  Cedar 
Hill  course  of  instruction. 


EXTRA  STUDIES. 

Music,  Drawing,  Painting,  and  the  French,  German  and  Latin 
languages  are  taught  by  accomplished  and  skilful  instructors.  The 
lessons  are  given  and  practising  hours  assigned,  so  as  to  interfere  as 
little  as  possible  with  the  lessons  and  exercises  of  the  ordinary  course.

Addick’s  Elements;  French  Guide;  Value’s  Ollendorf’s  Grammar; 
Colloquial  Exercises;  Recueil  Dramatique ;  Bord  du  lac;  Guide  to 
French  Composition;  Fleming’s  Dictionary;  Le  Grand-pere,  &c. 
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The  Teachers  employed  are  Young  Ladies,  who  have  received  their 
education  at  Cedar  lliU,  and  who  have  been  for  at  least  one  year 
under  the  personal  instruction  of  the  Principal. 

An  Additional  Session,  sometimes  a  year,  has  been  appropriated  to 
the  object  of  especial  preparation,  by  those  who  contemplate  an  en¬ 
gagement  as  Teachers  in  the  Seminary. 

DIPLOMAS. 

Pupils  who  complete  a  course  of  studies  in  this  Seminary,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Principal  and  Teachers,  receive  at  the  close,  as  the 
honors  of  the  Institution,  a  Diploma,  certifying  their  attainments,  con¬ 
ferred  on  the  occasion  of  a  semi-annual  public  examination. 

In  connection  with  Seminary  honors  and  Diploma  certifying  them, 
we  take  occasion  to  remark  that  nothing  is  more  common  than  to  find 
Young  Ladies  of  high  standing  in  their  classes  at  the  time  of  leaving 
Seminary,  adorned  even  with  its  brightest  honors — suddenly  abandon 
all  solid  and  useful  reading  and  allow  themselves  to  be  absorbed  in  the 
light  and  superficial  literature  of  the  times,  sure  to  enfeeble  the  mental 
energies,  vitiate  the  taste,  degrade  the  elevated  and  refined  moral  senti¬ 
ments  inculcated  and  cherished  with  the  utmost  solicitude  in  the  course 
of  a  careful  education.  To  remedy,  in  some  measure,  so  mortifying  a 
result — as  that  of  a  highly  educated  young  Lady  becoming  a  “  paltry 
novel  reader,”  we  propose  to  confer  on  the  graduates  of  Cedar  Hill  a 
second  and 

HIGHER  DIPLOMA, 

to  be  awarded  to  young  Ladies  who  shall  have  within  three  years  after 
first  honors — carefully  read :  1st.  Rolliu’s  Ancient  History,  Hallam’s 
Middle  Ages  and  Lord’s  Modern  History.  2d.  Classical  Antiquities, 
Commenced  at  Seminary,  an  approved  work  on  Chemistry,  Geology, 
Botany  and  Physiology.  3d.  The  leading  poetical  productions  of  Pope, 
Milton,  Young  and  Cowper.  4th.  Cowper’s  correspondence  and  re¬ 
view  of  Butler’s  Analogy. 

SESSIONS. 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  a  Summer  and  a  Winter  Session, 
each  consisting  of  five  school  months,  or  twenty  weeks.  The  Sum¬ 
mer  session  commences  on  the  1st  Wednesday  of  May  ;  it  contains  no 
holiday  except  the  4th  of  July.  The  Winter  session  commences  on 
the  1st  Wednesday  of  November;  there  will  be  a  recess  of  one  week 
at  Christmas — no  holiday  except  the  22d  of  February. 
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VACATIONS  AND  HOLIDAYS. 

The  duties  of  the  Seminary  will  be  suspended  as  above  indicated? 
during  the  months  of  April  and  October.  Pupils  from  a  distance, 
however,  have  the  privilege  of  remaining  at  the  Seminary  during  vaca¬ 
tion  and  Christmas  recess,  at  moderate  Boarding  charges. 

LECTURES. 

Lectures  are  given  by  the  Principal  and  occasionally  by  the  Senior 
Teachers,  on  General  Reading,  Elocution,  Rhetoric,  History,  Botany, 
Poetry,  Zoology;  also,  on  Chemistry,  Natural,  Mental  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  and  the  Fine  Arts.  The  Lectures  are  usually  in  syste¬ 
matic  courses;  some  are  designed  for  summary  review,  others  where 
text-book  information  appears  to  be  defective,  are  supplementary. 

PECUNIARY  CONSIDERATIONS. 

In  regard  to  pecuniary  considerations,  it  is  the  object  of  the  pro¬ 
prietors  to  occupy  a  medium  ground,  not  to  rank  with  the  “  cheap 
schools,”  usually  mushroom  enterprises,  whose  cheapness  is  perhaps 
their  only  recommendation  ; — nor  on  the  other  hand,  with  the  “  expen¬ 
sive  and  fashionable  schools,”  claiming  affinity  only  with  the  monied 
aristocracy.  In  short  it  is  designed  to  be  so  moderate,  that  while  the 
real  aristocracy  in  mind  and  good  sense,  of  all  classes,  can  afford  it 
their  patronage,  the  most  fastidious  shall  have  nothing  of  which  to 
complain.

The  Cedar  ITill  Institution  is  located  on  the  Philadelphia  and 
Harrisburg  Railroad,  (a  section  of  the  Pennsylvania  Central  Railroad,) 
three  hours’  travel  from  the  former  place,  and  one  from  the  latter — 
half  a  mile  east  of  Mount  Joy — with  privilege  of  daily  mails,  an 
Adams’  Express,  and  a  Telegraph  Office. 

The  location  was  selected,  and  the  Seminary  edifice  planned  and 
erected,  by  the  present  proprietor.  The  building,  including  basement, 
is  four  stories  high. 

The  Girounds,  comprising  30  acres  of  varied  soil  and  surface,  are 
intersected  by  the  Chicquesalunga,  and  possess  a  picturesque  character. 
The  Seminary  edifice,  occupying  an  elevated  site,  fifty  feet  above  the 
Creek,  here  flowing,  in  brisk  current,  one  hundred  yards  distant — the 
Railroad  Bridge,  stretching  at  equal  elevation  across  the  creek  and 
adjacent  valley — several  acres  of  natural  wood,  extending  fifty  rods 
along  the  east  bank,  furnishing  a  pleasant  and  inviting  recreation 
ground,  comprising  hill-side  and  shade,  dell  and  stream,  projected 
walks  and  Pavilion,  conspire  to  lend  to  the  scene  their  several  charms. 
A  rich  Botanical  locality,  and  rare  facilities  for  cultivating  a  taste  in 
Floriculture,  afford  it  additional  interest  and  attraction.  The  principal 
part  of  these  grounds  have  but  recently  come  into  the  possession  of 
the  proprietor;  and,  of  course,  all  the  projected  improvements  are  not 
completed.  In  their  present  condition,  however,  they  afford  opportu¬ 
nities  for  open  air  exercise,  as  cheering,  varied  and  attractive  as 
could  well  be  desired. 

The  healthfulness  of  the  location  is  attested  by  the  interesting  fact, 
that  during  twenty  years  there  has  been  no  instance  of  sickness  of  a 
pupil  from  any  disease  attributable  to  locality. 
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In  short,  for  salubrity  of  air,  amplitude  and  pleasantness  of  imme¬ 
diate  premises,  richness  of  surrounding  scenery,  facilities  of  access, 
and  communication  with  places  at  a  distance  Cedar  Hill  presents  rare 
advantages,  and  may  vie,  in  these  respects,  with  perhaps  any  Seminary 
in  the  country. 


Remark 


The  features  of  the  Cedar  Hill  Seminary,  to  which,  it  is  believed, 
its  successful  operation  is  measurably  attributable,  are — 

1st.  Its  regulations  are  not  borrowed  from  the  usages  of  other  sim¬ 
ilar  Institutions ;  in  almost  every  instance  they  have  resulted  from 
passages  in  its  own  history.  Actual  occurrences,  showing  the  need  of 
particular  rules,  have  occasioned  their  introduction.  Hence  none  of 
them  are  supernumerary  or  useless.  Though  not  so  fixed  as  the  laws 
of  the  Medes  and  Persians,  they  have,  for  several  years,  undergone 
very  few  alterations. 

2nd.  Its  Teachers  are  all  Alumnae  of  the  Institution,  and  therefore, 
better  known  to  the  Principal  to  be  competent  to  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  assigned  them,  than  they  otherwise  could  be  ;  an  arrangement 
which  enables  the  Principal,  besides  attending  to  the  supervision  and 
discipline,  to  discharge  the  duties  of  a  daily  Teacher  of  the  advanced 
classes  of  the  Seminary. 

3rd.  The  Cedar  Hill  Institution,  from  its  location,  draws  nearly  all 
its  pupils  from  a  distance,  and  they  are  consequently  residents  in  the 
family.  Hence,  the  tone  and  character  of  the  Seminary  is  received 
from  those  who  are  more  especially  subject  to  its  direct  and  intrinsic 
influences. 

SPECIAL  REQUEST. 

It  is  particularly  requested  that  young  ladies  expecting  to  become 
pupils  in  the  Cedar  Hill  Seminary  the  ensuing  session  will  make  it  a 
point  to  be  at  their  post  within  the  first  four  days  from  the  opening  of 
the  session,  in  order  that  a  complete  organization  may  be  effected  du¬ 
ring  the  first  week.
